A SUMMER EXHIBITION 

A MISCELLANEOUS collection of 
drawings and water-colors is on exhibition 
in Gallery 25, and will remain throughout 
the summer. The drawings include works 
by Blake, Degas, Davies, and Myers; among 
the water-colors are representative exam- 
ples by Sargent, Winslow Homer, Hassam, 
Dougherty, and Marin. Several new ac- 
cessions and loans are shown for the first 
time: a group of pastels by Twachtman lent 
by the Art Students' League, a costume de- 
sign by Bakst given by Albert E. Gallatin, 



a Chardin lent by Mr.Gallatin, and a water- 
color by Claggett Wilson given by Adolph 
Lewisohn. 

A LOAN EXHIBITION OF 
JAPANESE PRINTS 

DURING the month of June there will 
be an exhibition of very beautiful Japanese 
prints, flowers and birds by Hiroshige lent 
by F. Edwin Church. The collection is one 
of the best of these very charming and emi- 
nently decorative prints, chosen for their 
artistic qualities and beauty of design; they 
also happen to be in wonderful condition, 
which certainly is a great asset when the 
aesthetic value is there to begin with.

THE MOSES LAZARUS COL- 
LECTION OF FANS 

1 HE Moses Lazarus Collection of Fans, 
which for several years has been exhibited 
in the wall cases of the balcony overlooking 
the Hall of Architectural Casts, has been 
transferred to the gallery (H 22a) adjoining 
the collection of ecclesiastical vestments, 
where it will be shown during the summer. 
This collection was presented, in 1889, in 
memory of the late Moses Lazarus by his 
daughter, Sarah Lazarus, and was added to 
from that time until 1894. In it there are 
many beautiful examples, especially the 
French fans of the eighteenth century de- 
signed for the exquisite court of that pic- 
turesque age — ivory fans of delicate tracery 
and gorgeous fans of Spanish beauties. 

SUMMER GALLERY TALKS 

1 HE Museum Instructors have ar- 
ranged a series of Gallery Talks to be given 
Mondays, Tuesdays, Wednesdays, and 
Thursdays during July, at 10 a. m. These 
are open to all visitors. The fee is twenty- 
five cents for each person. The subjects 
discussed comprise paintings of the various 
schools: ancient art — Egyptian, Greek, and 
Roman; furniture — French, English, and 
American; and decorative arts — European 
and Oriental.
